Eisenhower, Stevenson 
And Foreign Policy Costs 


THE FOREIGN POLICIES 
to which both Eisenhower and 


‘Stevenson stand committed in- 


evitably impose ever increas- 
ing burdens on the American 
people. Both nominees are al- 
ready wooing the voters with 
romises of “lower defense costs,” 
ut each is pledged to a foreign 
policy which assumes the com- 


mitments of the Truman Ad- _ 


ministration. We have only to 
look, therefore, ut the rapid in- 
crease of these commitments. to 
see that neither Eisenhower nor 
Stevenson is being honest with 
the people. 

Difficulties regarding the goals 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization have _ already 
caused: the National Adminis- 
tration to review again the es- 
timates of handouts required to 
keep» West Eviropean § capital- 
ism a going concern. Despite 
Secretary Lovett’s assurances 
that Britain and France are quite 
able to cafry on, the. fact is 
that both governments have de- 
faulted on their NATO quotas. 
And for very good reasons. 

It is not, as Lovétt would 
have us believe, becanse the 
NATO force is now so big that 
these governments no_ longer 
fear “Soviet aggression.” This 


explanation compounds myth on 


myth, since in the first place 


Britain and France never were 


where; and that it is politically 
risky for any government in 
these two countries to attempt 
to squeeze more blood and sweat 
out of the working masses. Their 
policies of subservience to Wash- 
ington and the Wall Street bil- 
lionaires have passed far beyond 
the point of diminishing re- 
turns, Together with the Tru- 
man Administration they have 
drawn half the population of the 
world into three criminal, preda- 
tory wars against saleahd sobk 
ples. Now they want more money 
from the generous American 
taxpayers. Nor is this all they 


want.

WHAT IT WILL TAKE fally 
to implement the plans made 
by the Truman, Dulles and 
Acheson and agreed on at Lis- 
bon is not only more of the 
take-home pay~of every Ameri- 
can worker, but more of: the 
sons of every American family.
